However, |q trace the roots of the 
form, we have to look back some 13 

C rs to the first release by the 
d almost sotaly responsible tor 
fchpist™ Ihe Southern fiag- 
In 1965. after cutting an aThum in 
an LA studio with a oand named 
Hourglass on Liberly in tge$. 
brothers Gregg and Duane Allman 
returned South. There they joined 
up wilh a band named The 31 ai Of 
February, who subsequenlly jam¬ 
med with a group by the narre of 
Socond Coming, conieining Dickie 
Belts on guiles and Berry Oakley on 
bess. The jam went so well Ihpl the 
Allman Brothers Band was lormed. 

The rnusic ihe slK-man band 
provided a firin basis for the fulure 
of Southern Boogie. AH Ihe tngre^ 
dients were there — lengthy vrork- 
Outs. ducllinig guitars, and lyrics 
concerned with fighling and cheatin' 
women, all $ung oy organist Gregg 
in an Inimitable Souttiern Drawl. 

The music Of Ihe first two albums, 
'The AJlnnan Brothers “Eband' aikJ 
'bdlswild South', while showtrvg a 
mellower end more bluesy 
approach than lhat harder Souih- 
ftfners to come, was a radical 
change from me uitra-meliow coun¬ 
try rock prevalent in Miami anr:! 
Florida in previoua yoors. In addh 
tion. the image of the band as hard 
livin', long-haired touts was begin¬ 
ning to form — not aS & result of 
promoltonat gimmicks but as an 
aocurale nattection of how they real¬ 
ly were 

Wilh $ucb a volatile lifestyle, acci¬ 
dents were bound lo hepsHfi ^nrd on 
October 29, 1971 Duane Altman, 
one of Ihe greatest exponents a4 the 
slide guitaf. was Hilled in a motor¬ 
cycle accident wilh only three tracks 
for the new 'Eat A Peach' double 
recorded. Then lata in 1972 Ihe 
Iragedy was matched when The 
Allman Brothefs Band, flow having 
added Chuck Leaven on piano, lost 
Berry Oakley Im a similar accident to 
Duano. cementing the legend of the 
band m a perverse way. Indeed, 
these tragedies were the first of 
many te belall Southern bands Over 
the years.

Today the Allman Brothers Band 
still releases Uie odd album and ere 
moderately successful in the 
States, but there's little to match 
lhos@ heady early days Solo 
albums from Grego Allman and 
Dickie Betts are availabla as wall as 
a plethora of compilation malertal, 
designed as tributes or money- 
spinners (depending on your point 
ol view}. Not Ihe heaviest S^ttwm 
Boogie band but possibly the most 
importont, as iheir influence has 
extended to bands beyond the 
Southern realm “ check out simi- 
lanitos between 'Don't Want You Wo 
Mote' and Triumph's 'Young 
Enough To Cry'. 

It's interesling to note lhal Ihe 
AJImari Brothers Band recorded afl 
their classic maierlal on ihe Capri- 
oom label.just about ihe label for 
upcoml^ Southorn Boogiie bands. 
Ifideed, one of the events of the 


year in Tr>e QomriBrn wus 

Capricorn picnic, a huge outing for 
all connecled wilh the rock bush 
ness, where the wine flowed freely 
and where the new Capricorn sign¬ 
ings woukJ enloriain while estab¬ 
lished acts looked on. The days of 
such company extravaganzas are 
over, and ao are ihe days of Capii- 
oorn. unlortunately, as Ihe label 
folded. I believe, m 1979. 

Nevertheless, keep eyes 

open lor Capricorn releases — 
chances are they'll contain some 
good biues-lmgod So^uthern 
mogie. A good place to start is the 
1970 oompilation- 'Live: Hotels, 
Motels And Road Shows' which 
while riuft all rock, gives a good 
indicelton of where the label wag 
oomk^ ffcmn. 

It was Capricorn, indeed, wfx> 
signed the two ohshooi bands' from 
the Alirnan Brolher$. Qrlndarswilch 
end Sea Level. 

Grindor&'wilch (whose bigmsl 
claim to fame is having ono or tnelr 


toons John Feel's theme mys^cj 
was formed by iwo ex-AHman 
readies, Dru Lombar end Joe Dan 
in 197-1 and put oul fdur 
boring Soulhem albums, conlaining 
plenty of bluesy piano end the 
occasional piece of Interesting 
boogia woogie guilar, before, as far 
as f can asoerlain disappearing, 
(though Kef rang utangs may prove 
me wror^!). While the Sea Level 
formaiion oocured in 1970 whon a 
Nfl was formed afler {it was alleged) 
Gregg Allman sent John 'Scooisr' 
Henring, a mombar of Ihe band's 
entouraga, to jail lor 7b years on 
dnjgs charges. Sea Level, the band 
of ex-Allmans' Chuck Leaveii and 
Lamar Williams, released three 
appalling iazz-'neariy rock albums 
before flortunalety) ladiog aw&y 
While the Allmans were meking 
Miami aware of the pMsibilities ol 
gseiar overkill, ZZ Top were doing 
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BiAckfocyi^B Ricky Medfocke

Examining lho rise ol Ihe Swth- 
em flag in chronological onder 
means we must wail no longer for 
the arrival pf the greatest Southom 
Boogie exponents ever (wilh pusl a 
quick mention lor Wet IWiNie, an 
H&B audit dalirvq back to ~71 whose 
vocalisi Jimmy Hail we shall meal 
later) — yes. of course. Lynyrd 
Skynyrd. 

faking their name from local htgh 
school teacher Leonard Skinner, 
the seven^piece barvci r-oiiod out ol 
Jack.sonviile. Ftofida. in 1973, play¬ 
ed an Atlanta dub where they were 
spotted by wetl-known session 
musician and producer Al Kooper, 
and soon Ipund ihem^lvos as ona 
of ihe first swings lo Kooper'e new 
'SourKlS Of The South' label. 

Thetr debut album, 'Pronounced . 
is proof, pure and simple, that the 
band will revet be equalled. It was 
Ihe release lhal made Southern 
Boogie come alive. Sure, alt ihe 
bands mentioned earlier have con- 
irlbuted same worthwhile SB music, 
hgi it wag airjiost all in apasms 
amongst a hosi of lesser material. 
In addiiion, pfoduction up until ^Pro- 
nour>ged' had been relatively 
lightweight whereas under Ihe gui¬ 
dance bl Al Kooper the guilars of 
Gary Rossirqton, Alieri Cottlns and 
Ed king took on a np-roaring, yet 
still imelodlo adgia. perfectty com' 
plementing Ronnie Van Zamtt's 
gmfl, yet tuneful vocals. The cNmax 
oF this debut was ‘Free Bird', now 
nghtly regarded as Amerloan Mei- 
ala 'Smoke On The Waler', and a 
tour with the Who m the States 
Followed by a wiW jaurl in Biilam 
with Golden Earring, where Ihe 
Skyns blew Ihe Dutch headliners 
inio the tumble weeds every ntght. 
soon etevated the rookies into a 
posiliofi on a par with Ihc Allmans 
A position cotilmned with a hrt 
single, 'Sweci Home Alabama', 
from Ihe US gold seciDrid album 
'Swond Helping'.

From The Road', until, in 1978, 
tragedy struck Iho band m much ihe 
same way as it had the Allmans 
Sevan year& earlier. The story of Ihe 
plane crash which obiiieraiod mosi 
of the group has been well 
ddcurnontdd elsewhere so I wish 
rather lo ask all who saw tha band 
al Knetiworth. either in Ihe flesh or 
on film, lo think bar:* to Tree Bird', 
in that glorious heal, and simply 
admire (he masters- 

While Ihe Skyns carved oul Iheir 
phenomenal ri&a to success, the 
Marshall Tucker Bend were attemp- 
ling lo follDW »n their iootsleps 
Charles Shaar Murray oF the NME 
reviewed 'Pronounced' atong with 
the MT0 S debut which he dfismie- 
sed as 'limp and lacklustre'. I would 
agree lhal MTB are hardly the rnost 
gulsy of bands but, unlike most 
other Southern outlits before Sky- 
nyrd, thay did write paptivating 
tunge —• best displayed on Iheir 
second album ‘A New Lite' The 
group has chugged aloog nicety 
Over the years, flowing a Couniry 
rather lhan Hard Boogie approach 
so will probably ncrt impress yor 
average headbuher Yer pays yer 
money, yer takes yer ctioice. 

The Charlie Daniels Band wara in 
pre(^ much the same posillon as 
ibe 'ruckers. but ate solely worthy ol 
rnention in that ii was they who 
recorded the (purporied) Soulhem 
anthem. The South's Gonna Rise 
Again Piiy (hal they couldn't Fulfill 
Ihe prophecy themselves. 

Anolher troupe (o fall by Ihe 
wayside, though they ernerged In 
this salt-same^ tvighty pnooirclive 
era, was Hydra. As wiih Skynyrd. 
Hydra, one of Capricorn s brighlesi 
proleg&s, played hard n' heavy and 
recorded three vi&ry respectable SB 
albums — my pefsonal lavounie 
being the first 'Hydra', released in 
The band split up in 1977 and 
where the four members are now 
has bean Impossible to trace^ 
Ihough bass player Omlla Davis did 
play on both oF Res Smith's HM 
albums. Along with Skyhyrd- Hydra 
paved the way for (he true hard rock 
Southern Boogie that we ((now lo- 
day — as did one of Amende's most 
over-bfown acts who, in 1974, were 
)U5l breaking big in the US with Iheir 
■Raunch 'n' Roll Live!' album. 

Hailing from Black Oak in Arkan¬ 
sas, Black Oak Arkansas (yes. hon¬ 
est) vrere establishing a huge repu- 
talion through a dynamic on stage 
presence masking, it was claimed, 
suspect musical abilily. Feaiunng 
(he now legendary Blizzard Of Ozz 
drummer Tommy Aldridge^ (he 
band supported Black Sabbalh In 
the UK in 1974 and went down well 
enough. Not without humour, album 
titles such as 'Street Party' and 
'Ain’t UFe Grand' summed up (heir 
apiJfoaoh — Ihey were having FUN, 
grossing out and playing (wenty 
solos where one would do. Grab the 


'Ho( Arxf Nasty' oompilalkm on 
Allantic, marvel at the length of Jim 
Dandy's hair, arx) I bet "you'll be 
booked. 

Compelirq with Slack Oak. both 
in niusicel ^le and length oF hair, 
the Outlaws ere yet another bun[:Tr 
of boogiateers to hail from Florida 
— the rifst band covered here who 
bndged the gap between paet and 
presenl. The First signing to Clive 
Davies' AtIsIs label, in 1975 they're 
slili going strong loday, releasing 
the exeeiient (in parts) ’Ghosl Rid¬ 
ers' album last year and even being 
touted for Readirig — shame it 
didn't cofTie oFl. All of Iho baud's 
LPs are worth a listen especially the 
first which contains the bona lide 
cliassic 'Green Grass And High 
Tides', and the double live 'Bfing It 
Back Alive' (Incidentally. Henry 
Paul left the band in 1977 lo Form 
ths Henry Paul Barn], whose latest 
alburn 'Anylime' is a Itno Southem- 
hngod AOH release to be hoard at 
ali cosis). 

1975 was a highly productive 
boogieing year down Plonda way in 
which Jacksonville threw up Black- 
ioot'stin$(album. NoRese-rvacions', 
□fi Island. Destined to become (he 
biggest SB band in Ihe UK at 
presanl, Ricky Medlocko's vocals 
were as strong Ihen as row, but it's 
inleregting to rwto that, bar or>s of 
qTandecidv Shor1y'& (unosp Jakson 
Spires alone wrote all tve material 
for ■NR', whereas duties are now 
equally shared between he and 
Rick. The second album. Epic's 
'Flyin' High', was a roa! disappoint¬ 
ment but with three superb albums 
with Alco to Iheir name since, cou- 
pfed with many a British appear¬ 
ance, it's clear that Blacktoof are 
goona be huge 

A fact That soon became apparent 
while researching (his piece i$ that 
Ihe whole Squihom Boogie world is 
Olqsely intertinkad — ono rnusician 
may crop up io as many as three or 
lour SB bands- Ricky iJedlocke. for 
inslance, was drummer on one ol 
Skyfiyrd's albums and J(mmy Hall, 
mentioned earlier as Wet Willie's 
vocalist, pops up again in 1977 with 
a band by the name of Stillwater. 

Now Iheir sel1-(itled debut LP was 
nolhtng to send the Yankees badk 
North with theif toils between theif 
legs, bul 197e's 'I Reserve The 
Right', wilh Its cover of a sdeaker no 
loss (!), wins Still waler a place in 
thie piece being, I assure you, the 
best undisoovered SB album 
around 

And it's not only musicfans who 
chop and change in this world, tor 
Bill Ham and his Lone Woff PrcxJuc- 
ijons have now diverged trom ZZ

Nowadays, people tend to cite Eddie Von 
Helen aa one of the new goiter innovatore', 
but in iKt UM dohn had already been 
emploving many ol the 'Irhchs' and 'techniques' 
generally asaocieted with IVH, before the 
American rruieAiTO aorfaced on the scene A 
swiH lisienio such Scorpion gernt AS In 
Trance' or 'Virgin Killer' attest this fact Rolh't 
shortcoming was i hat when Ven Helen made 
good with iheir glorious debut in ' 78 the 
Scorpions had yet to really crack it 
intecnatH^nally- They were big in Japan' and in 
cenain European areas, but Su^oeas on these 
shores 04* in the Steiee had bo far eluded them 
Uli. who bed started piaying guitar when he 
wes 13. joiriedthe Scorpions in 197 3 f-ollcwing 
the departure nf ISAicheel Schenker from the 
group 'Michael hed actuelfy asked me if I 
warnedtojoin them befpr* ha left." Roth 
recalls "Sul I d'dn i want to because I had this 
pihtT band called Dawnroad. lo the end 
though. Rudolph called me up and asked if I 
could help with ihe gig because Michael had 
guns. I agreed end we played a concert which 
was very succesefIII- We got on nicely, both 
music wiae -and es guys and so in Ihe errd we 
joined bands All lour moniiba™of Dawn road,

F OLLQWIfvG an appearaiiice pn German 
TV, ihe band secured a deal with RCA and 
subsequently on album entitled 'Ely To die 
RsinbdH^' emerged.

"No. we never wrote together. Michael had 
wriiian half the song before I joined and ep in 
ihe end it was a mixed effort.

actually bear that ihoro ere iwo different styles 
in that song We mei each other very early on 
ihe scene in Hannover when we were kids, bui 
bocause we are Iwo separate people we b-oth 
havfr PUT o^n style. There was never any rivalry 
beTween ub though — at least I never felt any. 
because I always respeCied him at a brilliant 
griilariSl" 

Over the enauing years Roth continued In 
work with the Sc-orps and after 'Fiy To The 
Rainbow' they deliwered 'In Trance" and 'Virgin 
Killer'. However it wss soon afiar rh* 4 pi ter bad 
been completed that Uii began to lose interest 
in the group, "i golvory dissatisfied and 
wanted Ip do something different. It was 
norhing personal with the band — they ware 
great guys end we had a lol of fuh together. " 

In balwapn 'Virgin Killer' and ibo next LP 
lakan By Force' drummer Rudy LennerS weS 
replaced by Herman Parebell. who then began 
to help outwilh lynca. Daspiie the change. 

Ruth Btili wanted out and it would appear ihpt 
Herman's lyrical contribution merely 
Bogmonted the guiiat isc"a desire to leave 

"To be quite honest. I preferred Ihe lyric* it 
they ware before. " ha cohfettet- "Th^ onos 
that- ppma hy mreans of Herman I didn't like a1 
all — but again 1 didn't have anylhing ptrional 
against him. I just couMn'* aiend hit atylaof 
writing lyric* enrl I didn't want to play guitar to 
it. In fact, I even refused to play do the song 
'Ha s A Woman — She's A Mao'. In the end I 
putt did 1 guidr tplo — and you can hear it 
because it"e one of the worat I ever did in my 
whole life In my eyes at laatt. 

'But the lyrics weren't the turning point I 'd 
made up my mind after 'Virgirt Killer' that I waa 
going to dki my nwn thing. I was content with 
Klau*, bacauie he'a a laotealic singer — the 
only tFouble between the two of ut wa* ihat his 
voice never inatphod my songs. He was never 
haiH^y singing them and neither was I 
Alllwugh his voice is ad great, somahow 1 
thought ha never caught the feel, h wes always 
much better when he sang Rudolph '*. 'Thai waa 
another point - bui only a amall Oine. Basically 
I muMtad io progreaa mueically end I felt that if 
I was going to do that it would have lu be In 
another band - aomatbing on my-own 

S O why did you slick It Out aftat 'Virgin 
KiHler' and do Taken By Force''^ 

' Because ihey asked me to. I winied tc 
leave before Taken By Forca' bui ihen Rudy 
the di-ymiriar left and ao I steyed on becausa I 
didn't want the bend to go down the drain 
That was a very cruoial point because we had 
ell worked loyelhar for so many year* Anyway, 

I did the album but ■Iterwerdt I tald ihem to 
find another guitar playat. However thet took a 
long lime We continued to play gig* but I 
didn't enjoy tbet year at all" 

Eventualiy tha Storpions settled on Malthiat 
Jabs as a replacement femidal M.ichBal 
Schenker's coming* and ^ binga) and they've 
since enjoyed a good deal ^>f international 
success with |halr 'Lovadriva' and Animal 
Magnetism' LP b. Has Uli listened to much of 
their work? 

"'To he honest, no. The thing ia, I don't listen 
ie much hard rock, whether it be the Scorpion* 
or anyone else ITi not rpelly the sort of music I 



like to hear At home I only listen to ciassicel 
stuH My ill time levpi^rlie i* Beal ho van. 

"And I nav*f reyreited leewing Ihe Scorpions 
for a Bingie momont and I'm Bure I won't, 
because., for rn*. lh* impOrtaot thing i* to 
progreta musically and akplore my own 
capehiliiiea.'' 

Towards the end of his deys with ihe 
Scorpions, Roth bad begun to formulate idea* 
for his mxt project. 'While -we were doing 
'T*kan Force' I wes alreedy 
working on Eleccri* Sun, I was thinking of rvew 
meterial end some of the atuH on myfirtt LP 
waa ilraody written Bt that point. Songs lik* 
'Sundown' end* 'Eerthquvko' | had ready, but 
they would never have fitted into th* context of 
the ScOf pion^ end so I had to juat hold onto 
them. ■' 

Shortly after his split from tha Scorp*, Uli 
secured *d«el for Electric Sun in Germany and 
-subsequently 'Earthquake' -wa*released 
However, like its aucceuor '^Fire Wind', li -wp* 
never iaaued in Britein 


f TRIED to get e Btilish d«el for Fire Wind','' 
Uli explains, "buf the reaction I got from ihe 
companies vvp* that they liked th* music but 
weren 1 prepared to tike ibe Hsk by releasing 
it. I got comment* like 'It'a too risky because 
it'E tooslrfnge. We wouliln"T know how to sell 
ll — we can't sail it as reel heavy metBl or e* 
clea*lc rock . . .' I did get a few offers but I 
wanted one that would provide tour support, 
otherwise it would be no use- I went io pley- 
Britain but if'* *0 exoenfeive ihat you can't do it 
on your own. However. I'm confident thel e 
deal will be sorted Out for the oaxt one. sq we II 
he able to tour. I hope to go into tha Btudios in 
May or June and have the elbom on iha markei 
*1 the end of ihe year. I wane to play live but 
we cafi''t tour before the record comes out — 
it's aa aimple as that " 

Uli is * 1*4 camiempleting iha idea of adding a 
couple at membars to tho band when it's time 
to lour, although he rackon* th*t Electtio Sun 
will continue io record a* a three-pi see At the 
momont he's looking for a now drurnmer end 
unfortunately iT look* aa though It'll be some 
time before the man ia back on stags, 0ns cen 
be sure though, thot many British f*n* will be 
glad to know Thai Uli John Rath ia atilt plsying 
muaie and not directing ell hia etiention lo 
writing books, as certain rumour* led u* co 
beiiev*. Indeod, since he left the Scorpion s.. 
thers have been various stories about him 
being hoBvily into Spiriiual mener*' end 
holdmg oenain baliels'. 

"What certain beliefs^" he questions whsn 
the subject is riissd Tm no religiou* freak. I 
am a strong believer bui I never to church. 
I'm no Ceiholic of whatever and no buddhist.
